The  Southampton  and  Isle  of  V/lght  Steam  Paclcet  Company 
run  a regular  fr0q.uent  service  of  Steamers  from  Southampton 
to  the  Port  not  included  in  the  above  figures.  This  service 
varies  from  7 sailings  daily  each  way  in  the  winter  to  14 
or  more  in  the  summer. 

It  has  been  noted  that  some  ships,  including  those  from 
foreign  ports,  pass  throu^  the  j^irisdiction  of  this 
Authority  strait t to  IJewi3ort,  5 miles  up  the  river.  By 
arrangement  with  the  Harbour  Master  at  Newport,  any  ship 
so  doing  will  be  immediately  notified  to  the  Authority’s 
Sanitary  Inspector.  liVhile  this  arrangement  is  a safeguard, 
the  Authority  has  no  legal  control  over  such  ships  and  the 
Medical  Officer  considers  the  inner  boundary  of  the 
Authority’s  Jurisdiction  should  include  and  be  extended  to 
Newport  at  the  head  of  the  river.

(3)  Hydrants  and  hosepipes  are  inspected  by  the  Port  Medical  Officer 
of  Health, 

(4)  Private  water  boats  are  run  by  local  Sailing  Clubs  and  by  private 
enterprise.  The  Authority  has  no  control  over  such  boats  but 
the  origin  of  the  water  is  ascertained  and  samples  taken  for 
analysis. 

Section  VI  - Public  Health  (Ships)  Regulations.  1952. 

(1)  The  list  of  infected  areas  is  supplied  regularly  to  H.M.  Customs 
Waterguard  and  also  the  Sanito.ry  Inspector  when  considered 
necessary. 

(2)  The  Port  Medical  Officer’s  telephone  is  manned  24  hours  a day, 
seven  days  a week.  HessagtJS  are  sent  and  received  via  ITiton 
and  Calshot  Radio  Stations. 

(3)  Messages  can  be  received  and  delivered  via  Shipping  Agents  and  the 
Duty  Pilots  Office  at  Ryde.

Officer  is  frequently  consulted  for  medical  advice  by 
ships  in  the  Channel,  and  where  it  is  considered 
necessary  that  a sick  man  be  landed  the  ship  is  directed 
to  Cowes  Roads) .

(4)  Mooring  Stations  are  situated  alongside  iClngston  Jetty,  Medina 
^‘hexf^  Shepherds  Vharf,  Trinity  House  V.harf  and  the  Pontoon.

Pool  and  in  the  Koads.  3Juring  the  height  of  the  season  there 
may  be  as  many  as  500  yachts  .vithln  the  Port  precincts  with  a 
minimum  of  4-5  persons  living  on  board  each.  Close  watch  has 
to  be  made  in  the  river  for  sewage  pollution  at  these  times.
